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INSTALLING BATTERIES 

Your radio uses three C batteries (not 
supplied) for power. For the longest life, 
we recommend using alkaline batteries 
(such as RadioShack Cat. No. 23-551).

1. Use a flat-blade screwdriver to 
unscrew the battery compartment 
cover’s screws on the back of the 
radio and remove the cover. 

2. Insert the batteries, as indicated by 
the polarity symbols (- 1 - and -) 
marked inside the battery compart- 
ment. 

3. Replace the battery compartment 
cover and tighten the screws. 



Notes: 

• Replace the batteries when the 
sound weakens. 

• If you do not plan to use the radio 
for 2 weeks or more, remove the 
batteries. 


USING THE HANGING 
STRAP 

Clip the hanging strap to the radio as 
shown. Then simply hang the radio in a 
convenient spot.

Note: The radio is water-resistant, not 
waterproof. Do not hang it where water 
can wash over it. 




USING THE RADIO POWER-AUTO OFF — press to turn the radio 

on and off 

The radio turns off automatically after about 60 
minutes of playing time. To turn off the radio 
earlier, press POWER-AUTO OFF. 

VOLUME — rotate to adjust the volume 


BAND — switch to select AM or FM 
TUNING — rotate to select your favorite station 
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
